ABBREVIATIONS 

K = knit; P = purl; st = stitch; sLl K — slip 1 knitways; 
yfwd = yarn forward : psso = pass slip stitch over; tog 
together. 

tbi = through Pack of loops; dec = decrease by 
working 2 stitches together; alt ^alternate; rep = 
repeat; patt = pattern; cm = centimetres; in = inches; 
mm = millimetres. 



M1 = make a stitch by picking up horizontal loop lying 
before next stitch and working into back of it. 

PATT A (White coat) 

1st row — (Right side), * K1 , yfwd, K3, K2togtbl, K2tog, 
K3, yfwd ; rep from * to last st, K1 . 2nd and 4th rows - 
K1 , P to last st, K1 . 

3rd row — * K2,yfwd, K2, K2togtbl, K2tog, K2,yfwd, 

K1 , rep from * to last st, K1 

5th row — * K3, yfwd, K1 , K2togtbl, K2tog, K1 , yfwd, 

K2 , rep from * to last st, K1 , 6th row - K1 , P to last st, 
K1. 

These 6 rows form patt. ^ 

PATT B (Yellow coat) 

1st row-* K1, yfwd, K3, K2tog, sLIK, K1,psso, K3, 
yfwd , rep from * to last st, K1 , 2nd row - K1 , P to last 
st, K1. 

These 2 rows form patt. 

PATT C (Pink coat) 

1st row — * K1 , yfwd, K3, K2tog, K2togtbl, K3, yfwd; 
rep from * to last st, K1 . 2nd and every alt row — K1 , P 
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to last St, K1 . 

3rd row — * K2,yfwd, K2, K2tog, K2togtbl, K2,yfwd, 

K1 ; rep from * to last St, K1 . 

5th row — * K3, yfwd, K1 , K2tog, K2togtbl, K1 , yfwd, 

K2 : rep from * to last st, K 1 7th row — As 3rd. 

9th row — As 1st. 10th row — K1 , P to last st, K1. 

These 1 0 rows form patt. 

PATT D (Blue coat) 

1st row — * (K1 , yfwd) twice, K1 , K3togtbl, K3tog, (K1 . 
yfwd) twice: rep from * to last st, K1 . 2nd row — K1 , P 
to last st, K1 

3rd to 6th row — As 1 st and 2nd rows twice. 7th row 
-As 2nd 8th row — K. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

BACK AND FRONTS 

(Worked in one piece to division for armholes). 

With No 3mm needles, cast on 1 96 sts and work 9 
rows in garter st (every row K, noting that first row is 
wrong side) 

Change to No 3-|mm needles and work in patt 'A', 
'B', 'C' or 'D' with garter st borders as follows : 1st 
row - (Right side), K4, patt to last 4 sts, K4. 

Continue until work measures 14cm, ending with right 
side facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, divide for Back and Fronts 

as follows: Next row — K4, patt 50, turn, cast on 1 st 
(55 sts). 

Next row — K1 , patt to last 4 sts, K4. 

Work on first group of 55 sts for Right Front as follows : 
Knitting 1 st at armhole edge on every row throughout, 
continue until work measures 5cm from division for 
Back and Fronts, ending with right side facing. 

Slip these sts on a length of yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to remaining sts and 
work Back as follows ; Next row — Cast on 1 st (K this 
st), patt 88, turn, cast on 1 st (90 sts). 

Next row — K1 , patt to last st, K1 . 

Knitting 1 st at armhole edge on every row throughout, 
continue until work measures 5cm from division for 
Back and Fronts, ending with right side facing. 



Slip these sts on a length of yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to remaining sts and 
work Left Front as follows : Next row — Cast on 1 st, K 
this st, patt to last 4 sts, K4. Next row - K4, patt to last 
st, K1 

Knitting 1 st at armhole edge as before, continue until 
work measures 5cm from division for Back and Fronts, 
ending with right side facing. 

Slip these sts on a length of yarn. 

SLEEVES 

With No 3mm needles, cast on 34 sts and work 8 rows 
garter st. Next row — (K1 , M 1 ) 33 times, K1 (67 sts). 

Change to No 3f mm needles, work in patt 'A', 'B', 
'C' or 'D' until sleeve seam measures approx 1 3cm, 
ending with same patt row as on Back and Fronts 
before division for armholes. 

Place a marker at each end of last row. 

Continue in patt until work measures 5cm from 
markers, ending with right side facing. 

Slip these sts on a length of yarn. 

YOKE 

With right side facing, arrange sts on left-hand needle ‘ 
for Yoke as follows : 55 from left front, 67 from first 
sleeve, 90 from back, 67 from second sleeve, 55 from 
right front (334 sts). 

With right side facing and No 3mm needles, rejoin yarn 
and work as follows: Next row — K2, K3tog, (K2tog, 

K1 , K2tog) 65 times, K3tog, K1 (200 sts). 

K 3 rows. Next row — K8, (K2tog, K1 7) 4 times, K2tog, 
K28, sLI K, K1 , psso, (K1 7, sLI K, K1 , psso) 4 times, K 
to end. 

K 3 rows. Next row — K8, (K2tog, K1 6) 4 times, K2tog, 
K26, sLI K, K1 , psso, (K1 6, sLI K, K1 , psso) 4 times, K 
to end. 

K 3 rows. Next row — K8, (K2tog, K1 5) 4 times, K2tog„ 
K24, sLI K, K1 , psso, (K1 5, sLI K, K1 , psso) 4 times, K 
to end, 

K 3 rows Next row - K8, (K2tog, K1 4) 4times, K2tog, 
K22, sLI K, K1 , psso, (K1 4, sLI K, K1 , psso) 4 times, K 
to end. 

Continue dec in this way on every following 4th row 
until 1 1 0 sts remain, then on every alt row until 90 sts 
remain. Cast off knitways.

MAKEUP 

Do not press. 

Join sleeve seams to markers, then join remainder of 
sleeves to main part. 

Make 3 buttonloops on Right Front of Yoke as in 
photograph. 

To make a buttonloop: With crochet hook, join in 
yarn and make 2 chain. Fasten off. 

Sew on buttons.

WASHING AND CARING FOR PATONS YARNS

Hand washing is always best. For 

yarns made mainly of wool use warm 
water, a warm rinse, squeeze out 
between towels or spin-dry (normal 
cycle), then dry flat after easing into 
shape. Do not dry in direct heat 
(radiators or fires). Do not dry white 
handknits in direct sunlight. For 
yarns made mainly of acrylics it is 
important that you rinse in cold 
water and if you spin-dry use the 
short cycle. 

A great rnany people now use wash- 
ing machines. The ball band will 
show whether the yarn you have 
chosen is suitable for machine- 
washing: if it is, follow these four 
'"golden rules". 

1 . Make sure the garment is knitted 
correctly according to the Patons 
pattern, on the correct needles to 
the correct tension. 

2. Don't have the water hotter than 
the recommended temperature. 

3. Use the machine on a gentle 
cycle. 

4. Don't leave the garment in the 
machine too long. 



The wrappers on all Patons yarns 
show the appropriate International 
Textile Care Labelling Code symbols 
for the yarn. Examples are shown 
here. The latest automatic machines 
have these International Care Sym- 
bols, and provided your machine is 
not connected to the domestic hot 
water supply (when you need to be
